"This is a bill along Hie lines of 


:he water power policy for which we 
have been contending ever since Pres 
dent Roosevelt first vetoed the grant- 
ing valuable franchises in perpetuity 
n 1909," said Mr. Plnchot in sub- 
stance.

No Sham Issue Here. 


Mr PincJiot called attention to the 


act that watar-power is one of the 
-nost ia-.portant questions before the 
ountry, and not like some of the nou 
esseraiia/s ,or sham-battles with which 
egfelators are wasting time. 


He showed how water-power reach- 
d directly the man in the shop, th 
woman in the 'home, and the farm 
r on• liis farm, and how, in the year 
o corut. It would more directly af 
tect th* dally Jife of all people anc 
their cost of living than any other 
factor.

Mr. Pinchot laid particular eiupha 


sis upon the danger of concentration 
and control. He said: 


"The central fact 
in the water 


power situation is concentration of 
contro'. Ten groups of power inter 
ests control 05 per 
cent of all the 


developed waterpower,and the grops 
are stilf further related through in- 
terlocking directors. 


Monopolists in Control. 


"Tlie rapid growth 
o{ concentra- 


tion and control," he said, "is even 
more striking than the amount of it. 
Two years ago the 10 greatest groups 
of water power interests controlled 
in round numbers .3,270,000 horsepow- 
er, developed and undeveloped. To- 
day the ten greatest groups control 
6,270,000. Thus, the 
amount of con- 


centration has nearly doubled in two 
years.'1 


Mr. Pinchot pointed out that regu- 


iatory legislation is necessary by the 
federal government if the water pow- 
er of public domain is not to pass 
nto large control. He showed that 
'the water powers which are held 
undeveloped by 
the 
ten 
greatest 


groups are larger by about one-third 
ban the developed water power con- 
.rolled by them." He made this tur- 
ner significant statement: "in 1911 
he ten greatest groups had develop- 
ed and under control 1,821,000 horse- 
power, and in 1913 they had 2,711,000 
.n increase of 890,000 horse power." 


Combine's Control Grows. 


He said these figures of develop- 


ment in the last two years had showr 
a greater control by the power inter- 
ssts of undeveloped power than de- 
veloped power. This was a clear an- 
wer to the cry of power interests 
hat conservation is locking up pow- 
r and prevents development. 
It was pointed out by Mr. Pinchot 


hat the w 'ter-power policy inaugurat 
d by inr In the forest service more 
lan «ijr' years ago is now the basis
